New Delhi, the 2nd December, (982 

ftN, 147.—Whereas, Dr. Md. Fazlulla Sharif S/o Md, 
Fathulla Sahib, resident of No. 241/Tailur, Mulbagal Taluk, 
district Kolar (Karnataka), who was a contesting candidate 
for general election to the Karnataka Legislative Assembly 
hold in February, 1978 from 68-Chirilamani Assembly Con- 
ttitucncy was disqualified by the Election Commission vide 
it* order No. KT*LA/68/78l42)/474 dated the 25th February, 
19*0 under section I0A of tne Representation of the Peo¬ 
ple Act, 1951 for failure to lodge the accounts of hi* elec¬ 
tion expenses in the manner required by the said Act and 
the rules made thereunder; 

And whereas, the said Dr. Md. Fazlulla Sharif has sub¬ 
mitted a petition before the Election Commission of India 


praying for the iemov.il of the disqualification imposed by 
him giving reasons for his failure to lodge [he account of 
election expenses in the manner leqnired by law'; 

And wheieas, the Election Commission having takeD into 
account the said petition and after giving a personal hearing 
to him are of the view that the earlier order of February 25, 

19*0 merits a revision ; 

Now;, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 11 of the said Act, the Election Commission reduces 
the period of disqualification imposed on Dr. Md. Fazlulla 
Shartff to the period of disqualification already suffered by 
him and removes the disqualification for the unexpired period 
with effect from 2nd December, 19*2.
